George Washington has the distinction of being one of a 
small number of universities without a “cut” system. This means 
that the number of cuts depends upon the professor of each class. 
In most cases the only excuse for absence is illness. The result 
is that college students have a choice between perjury and a 
“black mark” on the grade book. We regret to admit that the 
former is generally considered the lesser of the two evils by the 
average student. 

There are a number, not a large number perhaps, but several, 
reasons for not attending classes. For example, we have listened 
to the origin of the drama in four classes and “we heard it 
the first time.” Another point is that a large number of concerts 
are held at four o’clock and occasionally the student wishes to 
attend one. Sometimes there is an exam in another class, the 
preparation for which takes the entire time of the student. (But 
don’t tell a professor this. It is the unforgivable sin to insinuate 
that one is taking more than one subject.) 

A cut system would not mean one student taking notes for 
several others. A good student realizes that missing a number 
of lectures means losing material which cannot be made up by 
outside work, and that no other student’s notes are as satisfac- 
tory as his own. And the poor student realizes this with even 
more grief than the good student. 

The time has come when someone should consider the matter. 
We are afraid it is just one more job for the faculty.

Plans 
formulated by the late Dean Kalu- 
8owski for a three-year course lead- 
ing to tjte degree of Phar. G., were 
completed, and this course, with 
a few modifications, is now being 
given. 

The course is entirely up-to date 
and complies with the recommenda- 
tions of the Pharmaceutical Syllabus 
as regards subjects taught, scone of 
each subject, and the number of 
hours required. Several subjects 
have been added to the curriculum 
and are being taught by men promi- 
nent in the profession in Washing- 
ton. 

Many more students have register- 
ed in the School of Pharmacy this 
yoar than did last. This, of course, 
liolps to secure the future of this 
school. 

Furthermore, the George Wash- 
ington University School of Phar- 
macy holds membership in the Amer- 
ican Association of Colleges of Phar- 
macy. Membership in the Associa- 
tions assures a standard course and 
equipment, and also recognitiorf of 
member schools and State Boards of 
Pharmacy in practically every State 
in the Union. 

Washington has been selected as 
the home for an all pharmacy build- 
ing, the site of which will be chosen 
in the near future. The building 
proper will be constructed at a coat 
of $600,000, and will contain qua:-, 
ters for the national officers of the 
American Pharmaceutical and allied 
Associations, a pharmaceutical li- 
brary, and research laboratories. 

The School of Pharmacy of George 
Washington University shoifld be 
benefitted materially by the addition 
of this building, with its modern fac- 
ilities for scientific research,, to the 
numerous government laboratories 
and libraries which have given Wash- j 
ington an advantage over all other 
cities for tile teaching of these
